Priests and Congregations Find 
Ideals Realized in People’s Front

(Special to the Western Worker) 


PARIS — Maurice Thorez, 
French Communist leader, in a 
recent speech here called upon 
the Catholics of France to join 
in battle with the Communists 
against their common enemies, 
fascism and war. 

All democrats, whether Com- 


‘“munists, Catholics, Socialists or 


members of any other group, 
face the same sword of fascist 
oppression and the same threat 
of another world war devasting 
human civilization, he declared 
in a long, rounded-out speech 
which lasted several hours. 

Thorez recalled his now his- 
toric radio address made in the 
height of the election campaign 
a year and a half ago, when he 
call for “fraternal unity and 
trustful collaboration between 
Communist and Catholic work- 
ing people.” 

“One way or the other, pub- 
lic opinion was aroused,” he 
said. “No one could turn his 
back once the Communists in 
a vigorous and forthright way 
raised the question of the out- 
stretched hand.” 


Priests Join Front 


That appeal struck deep roots 
among the Catholic people of 
France, Thorez said, citing the 
striking instance of how the 
parish priest of Ivry of his own 
accord joined the local commit- 
tee to aid the unemployed set 
up under Communist sponsor- 
ship. 

“At Nice,” Thorez added 
feelingly, “‘in a big mass meet- 
ing of 10,6600 persons, a youns 
priest came to me, in his own 
words, ‘to grasp in joy the 
hand which we stretch out to 
the Catholics. This winter I 
had a visit from an old priest 
from the provinces who did 
net want to return to his 
village without expressing to 
me his sympathy for the policy 
of unity of the Communist 
Party.’ « 

This call for fraternity by the 
Communists brought down upon 
them the wrath of all the forces 
lined up against the people, 
Thorez said. 

“The fascists, for whom re- 
ligion is synonymous with hos- 
tility to the working class and 
Commenists,” he said, ‘‘were 
the most furious and vicious. 
Once more we were faced with 
the charge of such slight ori- 
ginality, that we were man- 
euvering, laying a trap, play- 
ing a double game.”

‘Confi- 
dent in the worth of our doc- 
trine, we therefore desire to 
spread our conceptions’ with 
purely and excusively ideologi- 
cal weapons,” 

The leaders of the world So- 
cialist movement have always 
flayed an insulting attitude to 
the convictions of religious work- 
ers, Thorez pointed out. Engels 
attacked the Blanqui- group 
which in 1874 wished to “pro- 
claim atheism as an obligatory 
article of faith.” 

In 1909 Lenin wrote that it 
was not only permissable but 
necessary to recruit workers who 
retained their faith in God into 
the Bolshevik Party, and that 
if a priest comes to ,cooperate 
with us in our work—if he 
conscientiously performs party 
work and does not oppose the 
program—we can accept 
him into the ranks.” 

“The philosophical material- 
ism of the Communists is far 
from the religious faith of the 
Catholics,” Thorez said. ‘‘Yet, 
as contrasting as are their con- 
ceptions of doctrine, it is im- 
possible net to see in both that 
came generous ardor to reply 
to the century-old aspirations 
of men for a better life. 

“ “The promise of a redeemer 
illumines the first page of hu- 
man history ....,’ says the 
Catholic. The aspiration  to- 
wards a universal city in labor 
and love holds up the prole- 
tarians who are battling for 
happiness for all men, declares 
the Communist.” 


Christians’ Role 

In decaying Roman _ society 
ravaged by a greedy imperial- 
ism,, it was Christianity which 
played a revolutionary role, ral- 
lying the oppressed and _ the 
downtrodden, facing persecution 
and terror like that which meets 
the modern proletarian revolu- 
tionary. Friedrich Engels, co- 
founder of Marxism, pointed 
out the similarity of the growth 
of the Christian and the Com- 
munist movements manys years 
ago, Thorez recalled. 

“The progressive role of 
Christianity appears still later 
yet in the efforts to organize 
charity and solidarity, in the 
attempt to bring greater jus- 
tice and peace into the rela- 
tions between the men of the 
period of feudalism, in the care 
shown by the monasteries and 
nunneries, hose Communist 
groups in intention, deed and 
action which teok their mission 
to conserve, develop and trans- 


pafty 


mit to the future generations 
the sum of human learning and 
the artistic treasures of the 
past,’ he declared. 

“Is it possible to call to 
mind without a throb of emo- 
tion,” Thorez said, “those cen- 
turies which saw rise towards 
the sky the arrowy spires of 
our magnificent Gothic cath- 
edrals, those pure jewels of 
people’s art? 


Communst Ideal 


“J often like to compare,” 
he added, “the cathedral build- 
ers, inspired by the arde nt faith 
which raises mountains and per- 
mits great achievements, with 
the builders of the new Socialist 
society, the Stakhanovites, the 
heroes of labor who are creat- 
ing on the free soil of the 
Soviet Union the industrial 
giants, the whole cities and 
even the grandly - conceived 
monuments in which today is 
expressed the enthusiastic spir- 
it of Communism. 

“Communism is a noble and 
pure ideal, a bottomiess source 
of generous impulses’ which 
exalt in its adherents the spirit 
of sacrifice and devotion.” 

This has been attested to by 
Catholics, Thorez said, quoting 
Father Ducatillion in his work, 
“Communism and the Christ- 
ians.” 

The Communists wish to pro- 
tect the family, childhood, men- 
aced with destruction by capl- 
talist society. 

“Communism wants order in 
seciety through the fraternal 
collaboration of free produc- 
ers,” Thorez said. “The Com- 
munists obey a high moral 
code, for ‘the true moral code, 
like the political code, is that 
which seeks to bring men 
closer in order to thave them 
work together for their mutual 
welfare.’ ” 


Unity Essential 
The Popes in their encyclicals 
have often repeated the Commu- 


nists’ indictment of present-day 
society, and the only permanent 
answer, Thorez said, is the es- 
tablishment of a Socialist society 
—where the dictum of Saint 
Paul, “He who does not work, 
neither shall he eat,” is put into 
active practice. 

At this very moment, Commu- 
nists and Catholics are threat- 
ened alike in Germany by the 
Nazi terror. To avoid the com- 
mon catastrophe of fascism and 
war, the Communists and Cath- 
olics cannot help but unite their 
efforts to a common goal of 
peace and freedom. 

Thorez bitterly flayed those 
who would throw the cloak of 
“religion” over General Francis- 
eco Franco, Spanish rebel chief- 
tain, to conceal his treason to 
his country and his people. 

“No one can henceforth deny 
the cold-blooded desire for war 
of the fascist dictators,” Thorez 
said. “The President of the 
Republic of the United States, 
the great democrat Roosevelt, 
has proclaimed it once more In 
a resounding speech.” 


Tolerance Needed 

The Catholics have their right- 
ful place in the People’s Front, 
in which collaboration between 
Communists and Catholics will 
be a key point. 

“Unity between Jatholics 
and Communists ts necessary, 
is possible, is on the way to 
accomplishment,” Thorez said. 
“it simply requires reciprocal 
goed faith, a mutual spirit of 
tolerance.” 

The road to establishment of 
the People’s Front was long and 
difficult, he added. Many obsta- 
cles were placed in the path of 
unity.

ATTACHMENTS AND 
WHAT TO DO 
ABOUT THEM 


QUESTION: I would like to 
have the following question an- 
swered in detail if possible. Can 
an organization, commercial or 
otherwise, or individual attach 
or garnishee the wages of a 
married man or any person with 
dependents? 

—W. W., Martinez, 
California. 
‘THE society in which we live 
has always attempted to give 
maximum legal protection to the 
property, of the wealthy classes, 
while workers have had to shift 
for themselves as best they 
could. The money-lenders, the 
large corporations, the banks and 
landowners have always been 
provided with every conceivable 
legal device to insure the col- 
lection of rents and loans due 
them, 

On the other hand, the worker 
has not even had the full secur- 
ity of his miserable pay-check. 
Eviction from his home and at- 
tachment of his wages follow 
swiftly upon his inability to 
meet some financial obligation. 


Necessities Exempt 

Generations of suffering .and 
exertion of tremendous pressure 
have forced the adoption of a 
few laws designed io protect the 
working class. Of these laws, 
one of the most important in 
California is the exemption 
statute. Every worker should 
know what his exemption rights 
are, and what steps he should 
take when his wages are at- 
tached. 


One half of the wages of a 
man who supports a family 
(whether married or not) is 
exempt from attachment where 
the ciaim against him is for 
a necessity of life. The term 
necessity of life includes such 
things as food, clothing, shel- 
ter, and medical services, Thus, 
if you are attached for a den- 
tist’s bill or because of a rent 
debt you are still entitled to 
keep half of your wages. 


Where the debt is not for a 
necessity of life, your entire 
wage check is exempt from at- 
tachment. For example, if you 
owe money to a bank or loan 
shark, or owe a judgement for 
an automobile accident, your 
wages cannot be taken away 
from you to satisfy these debts. 


What to Do 

The fact that you are entitled 
to exemption, partial or com- 
plete, is not a guarantee that 
creditors will not seek to take 
your wages. On the contrary, 
workers are constantly being 
plagued with attachments sued 


out by professional collection 
agencies. Under the California 
law, you have no_ assurance 
against an attachment _ being 


levied on your wages. But as 
soon as this is done, you have 
the right to make your claim 
of exemption. 


The collection agencies oper- 
ate on the theory that workers 
do noi know what their rights 
are and will not take the 
necessary steps to obtain the 
exemption. Consequently thou- 
sands of cases occur every 
year where workers lose part 


or all of their wages to these 
collection sharks, when = ac- 
tually there is no necessity for 
this if the proper action is 
taken. 


Securing exemption of wages 
after an attachment has been 
levied is a simple procedure. 
You should first find out from 
your employer what court issued 
the papers and whether the 
sheriff or the constable served 
them. The names appear plainly 
on the papers which are served 
on the employer. 


Make Out Form 


Then you must personally go 
to the office of the sheriff or 
the constable, which ever is the 
case, and ask for an exemption 
blank. Forms are printed and 
provided at these offices free 
of charge. Fill out the proper 
form, making sure to mention 
that the creditor’s claim is not 
for a necessity of life where 
that is true. If not for a neces- 
sity, you can secure the release 
of all your wages. 

After you have filled out the 
form and signed it, you are en- 
titled to receive a legal order 
directed to your boss. This legal 
order commands your boss to 
release your wages from the at- 
tachment, either half or all as 
the case may be. This order 
should be delivered immediately 
to your employer, unless the 
constable undertakes to send it 
by registered mail. 


N ADDITION to the exemption 
on wages, the law provides 
for total exemption on certain 
possessions of the debtor. A 
complete enumeration will not 
be attempted here, but the most 
important are: 


Necessary household furni- 


ture. 
Life insurance. 


One ‘auto worth not more 
than $100. 


Tools of your trade. 


As in the case of wages, ex- 
emption of the above articles 
does not mean that a creditor 
cannot attach them. He can. But 
you are then entitled to get the 
attachment dissolved and the ar- 
ticles released by making your 
claim for exemption along the 
lines described above. 


Read Before Signing 


In the last twenty years, high 
pressure business has developed 
some new tricks to make certain 
that the worker pays and pays, 
even when he has nothing ex- 
cept the shirt on his back and 
a pay check coming. When mak- 
ing a sale, some business houses 
ask you to sign a contract which 
contains a provision whereby 
you waive or surrender your 
exemption rights. 

Before signing a contract of 
any kind, be sure to look for 
any clause that kills your ex- 
emption privileges. If there is 
such a clause, you should ab- 
solutely refuse to sign the con- 
tract. If you threaten to take 
your business elsewhere, the 
profit-seeking merchant will 
frequently agree to seratch out 
the undesirable provision. 


While this does not lessen your 
legal responsibility for the debt 
you incur, at least you will have 
the assurance that your pay 
an will be wholly or partly 
safe.

L. A. Presiding Jurist Is

Labor-Hater 


LOS ANGELES Superior 
Judge Emmett “Injunction” Wil- 
son flouted continued protests of 
‘abor organizations here last 
week when he granted two re 
straining orders against Ameti- 
can Federation of Labor unions. 

First to obtain a temporary 
restraining order was the V-O 
Milling Co., banning all picket 
ing and “violence,” against 
Teamsters’ Union Local 208 and 
Warehousemen’s Union Loeal 757. 
The company also filed a “dam 
age” suit against the Teamsters’ 
Union for $25,000. 

Next, G. Page of the 
Packing Co., San Pedro, 
a temporary restraining order 
against the Retail Clerks’ Union, 
citing picketing and “violence,” 
and also filed suit for $25,000 
‘damages.”

Besides Wirin and Jordan, the 
delegation included J. R. Robert- 
son, CIO regional director, An- 
thony Pratt and Rube Borough 
of the Municipal League, and 
Dr. Clinton J. Taft, American 
Civil Liberties Union director. 

Judge Wilson has set himself 
up as the outstanding “injunc- 
tion” judge in California. His 
decisions have established pre- 
cedents in anti-labor vicious- 
ness, being equally ruthless 
against CIO and AFL unions. 


Most infamous of his recent 
decisions was the one against 
the AFL Amalgamated Meat 


Cutters Union. He ruled a strike 
was over and picketing was il- 


legal whenever an employer re- 
placed striking workers’ with 
seabs. 


Office Union Signs 


Agreement in S. F. 


SAN FRANCISCO—The Uni- 
ted Fruit Co. signed a contract 
with the Maritime Office Em- 
ployees Union (Intl. Longshore- 
men’s & Warehousemen’s Local 
1-44) covering 20 office employ- 
ees, announced union officials. 
The contract provides preferen- 
tial employment, seniority rights, 
severance pay, 38-hour week, 
and wage increases of from $10 
to $25 a week. 


LOS ANGELES—Negotiations 
between the John Hancock Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. and the 
United Officé & Professional 
Workers (CIO) for its 43 locals, 
have collapsed, announced Ruth 
Paull, international union organ- 
izer.
